NE\vi-oiiT,Ky.,Mar«h 20.—The mur- 


der of Pearl Bryan, louttuuu months 
ago, was avenged today by a double 
hanging Kcctt Jflckaon aud Alojrco M. 
Walling were executed at 11,14 a. m. 
from the fiaiue scaffold. There waa a 
double trap, but only one lover, and 
when Sheriff Plummer pulled the lever 
both dropped the game mutant, Walling, 
however, lingered a moment longer than 
Jackson. The ueck of neither one waa 
broken, fttul both strutted hatd in the 
process of stnumulatUm. 


The arraiigemontB were complete and 


the performance wft3 oo perfect that it 
was without any iiicideiit unusual on 
such occRsioiia. Both mou were mjrv- 
OUH to the hist, and on the gallows pro- 
iceted their innocence and died with 
thoireecrctE.BO that it may never he 
known what was doiiu with the head of 
Puarl Bryan, or where ehe lodged the 
two uiiihta previous to her murder, or 
what part cadi took in the decapitation, 
or whether others were implicated.

many thousands around the jail yard, 
but tho militia, epecial deputies and po- 
lice maintained order. The execution ijjm 
was quickly dispatched, an neither had uke 
anything to say on the gallows except to 
declare hia innocence, aud Kev. A. J. 
Lee waa brief in hie service. 


There was, however, a laiif. delay, as 


.Jackaou and Wulliug continued their 
tactics ol false confessions aa long as 
possible. Sheriff Fluinnier intended to I 
hauif tho men at 7 a.m., BO afl to avoid 
thegreat crowds that assembled later In 
tho day. 
Oil account of the promises of 


a confession, thu execution was post- 
poned until S a.m., aud then toil a.m., 
when Jackeun declared ^yttllmg was not 
Ruilty. Then telegraphic cotuniunicn- 
tion opdiied with Governor Bradley. 
When the crowds leurued that Jackaon 
was etill milking confessions aud the 
governor was considering the respite of 
Walliue, there were many demonstra- 
tions in tlm larnu crowds assembled, but 
the police and militia keut all at a aufo 
dietuiicu. Both men had been making 
uonfcHeiona lor some weeks aud contra- 
dicthiK them next day. Both of them 
repudiated all their eonfeaaioua before

for theae plan's to becomo operative. 


From 9 a.m. until theexeciition many 


false reports wero circulated about Wai- 
Hug being respited, and these reports 
caused the greatest excitement around 
the jail. The scaffold was in tho open 
air of tho court yard, and outside tho 
crowd was easily kapt advieed as to 
what waa Koiuj* on iu tho enclosure. 
Tho utmoat secrecy waa, however, main- 
tained as to what wan noim_ oil iu the 
jail, into which only the counsel, friends, 
pastor and ollicars were admitted. 
Tho 


excitement extended into 
Coving ton 


aud other euburba, while in Cincinnati 
annals were used and lar^a crowda sur- 
rounded the newspaper nlliccR. Kxtra 
editions of local papers contained the 
rumora about tho probable respite of 
WalliiiK and added to tho excitement. 


During the noon hour, when the 


streets were crowded with people going 
to luncheon, the black (lags were pui 
out announiiini* tho executions, and 
there were crowds everywhere. None of 
the members of tho Bryan family from 
Greencaetle, Ind., were present. 
They 


were represented by Silas A. Hayes, 
Fred llayee, fi. itfmick, William Hiawer, 
A. A. Black and W. B. Starr, fricnda ol 
the Bryan family. 
Soon after the exe- 


cution tho crowds loft the streets sur- 
rounding tho jail, but they did not leave 
until after the bodies of the men hud 
been taken away. 


Tonight the city ia as quiet aa usual. 


It has been disturbed by these men for 
over a year. 


The remains of Walling were taken to 


his mother at Hamilton, Ohio, today. 


fho remains of Scott Jackson wore 


incinerated tonight at the Cincinnati 
crematory. 
Hia mother ia opposed to 


cremation, bnt had the body incinerated 
BO she could take the aahes to her home 
at Greoncaatle, Ind., and not Buffer tho 
mortification of being refused 
burial 


there. 
The widowed'mother waa un- 


able to bear the expense of taking the 
remains to their old home in Maine, aa 
at liret contemplated. 


The frienda of tho Bryan family, who 


were here to attend the execution, 
atated that no cemetery in that vicinity 
would give a permit for hia burial there. 


There aro rumora toni«ht about addi- 


tional confeaaiona that both men are 
said to have left, but no confidence is 
placed iu any coufaasion, since the men 
said before tneir death today that they 
had made a mistake in liatemng to 
those who had advised tho confessions, 
and hence they died with their secrets. 


Although it ia generally conceded that 


Dr. Wanner, who WAS accused by the 
men aa being their accomplice, hud no 
guilty knowledge of the murder what- 
ever, yet it ia cenerally believed there 
RIO other parties implicated, and that 
the facta may uow come out.
